letter in full follows; 
The act of March, l l , IAU7, 
as 
amended March 14, IDU, 
requires 
township trustees 
to provide 
and 
maintain 
means of 
transportation 
for 
all 
pupils 
iii an 
abandoned 
school district who live more than 
two m iles and for all pupils between 
the ages of six and twelve who live 
more than one mile from the schools 
to which they have been transferred. 
This act further requires township 
trustees in all townships where 
a 
school 
has been abandoned 
under 
the provisions of said act to provide 
for the transportation of all pupils 
of any other school in such town­ 
ships, who live more than two miles 
and of all pupils between the ages of 
six and twelve who live more than 
one mile from the school to which 
they are attached, whenever a ma­ 
jority of the patrons of such school 
petition the trustee to provide such 
transportation. 
Thus it will be seen that the town­ 
ship 
trustees 
are 
authorized 
to 
transport pupils of their townships 
in the following cases; 
First, those pupils who live in an 
abandoned school district and who 
live more than two miles from the 
school to which they are transferred 
and those pupils similarly -itnoted 
between the ages of six and twelve 
who live more than one mile 
from 
the school to which they are trans­ 
ferred. 
Second, where a school has been 
abandoned under the act 
of 1907, 
as amended in IDU, and there are 
pupil- in any other district of said 
township win* live more than 
two 
miles, and pupils bet wen the ages of 
-ix and twelve who live more than 
one mile from the school to which 
they are attached, when a majority 
of the patron- of such school dis­ 
trict petition the trustee to provide 
-ach transportation.

The present abundance of.' fresh 
vegetables and fruits brings with it 
the perennial necessity 
fo r 
their 
rapid, economical distribution 
and 
for encouraging 
a 
generous 
and 
steady consumption. 
The m achin­ 
ery for moving these food products 
i- complex and retail 
dealers 
are 
ottcn 
accused 
of 
not 
following 
closely the wholesale m arket quota­ 
tions; 
that in times of glutted m ar­ 
ket- do not cut 
prices 
severely 
ami aid in a rapid movement from 
producer to consumer. 
But the re­ 
sponsibility for slow and uneconom­ 
ic movement into consumptive chan­ 
nels is difficult to trace. 
The large 
class of food distributors known as 
“middlemen" are often accused of 
keying, arbitrarily, a heavy tribute 
on all stuffs from the producer to 
the consumer. 
The attention of the 
public has been frequently directed 
to increased costs of products ra th ­ 
er than service rendered. 
The new 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture Bulletin, No. 2(>”, .Methods 
of Wholesale Distribution of Fruits 
and Vegetables on Large M arkets, 
does not indict the “ middlemen" as 
a cia-", although it points out some 
of the abuses in the trade. 
As a 
m atter of fact, say 
the 
D epart­ 
ment’s .specialists, when discussing 
the present marketing organization, 
economic laws would not permit the 
long continued existence of a m ar­ 
keting. agency which was solely a 
parasite. 
Several im portant 
factors 
have 
contributed to the establishment ot 
many 
middlemen 
as 
necessary 
agents in the 
present 
system 
of 
marketing. Production 
during 
last 
decade has increased greatly, 
and 
improved methods and facilities for 
handling the increase have been in­ 
troduced. 
Keeping pace with in­ 
creased production has come the de­ 
mand of consumers for more elab­ 
orate1 and efficient service. 
Seldom 
is the fact cm w dered that service 
can become a very expensive 
lux­ 
ury. 
With the widening of tile dis­ 
joins1 between 
the 
city 
and 
the 
sources of its I n u t and vegetable 
supplies there has arisen the neces­ 
sity for special agencies 
to 
meet 
tin* changed conditions. 
I ne prose ut distributive 
machin­ 
ery, with all its strong points and 
ii- weaknesses, h a s been created of 
necessity, and it has weathered the 
storm of much 
adverse 
criticism. 
Every p art of the country is now 
enjoying the perishable products of 
the most remote districts. 
Any re­ 
adjustment of present m arket p rac­ 
tices must tic based upon tin* fact 
that some agency must continue to 
perform the functions of the p res­ 
ent-day middleman. 
I he problems involved in handling 
goods through a large m arket differ 
greatly from those 
of 
production. 
Usually one man or one firm can not 
handle both production and distri­ 
bution and succeed 
at 
both. 
The 
vast volume of business transacted 
at largo 
market 
centers 
makes 
necessary 
some 
special 
agencies 
which can devote all their energies 
to distribution. 
Especially does the 
machinery for 
efficient 
marketing 
become necessary when 
perishable 
goods are to la* handled. 
Commodi­ 
ties of this sort must he moved ra p ­ 
idly, niu-t 
be 
distributed 
evenly, 
and from their very nature permit 
of no weakness in distributive 111a- 
ehinery. if they are to la* sold at a 
profit. 
With the perishable nature of a 
large part of tin* fruits and vegeta­ 
ble- marketed there must be 
some 
lo—. 
This often totals higher than 
the farmer realizes. 
For instance, 
acording to the D epartm ents m ar­ 
ket agent the loss to such 
commodities 
as 
strawberries, 
peaches, and grapes sometimes am- 
cmni- to HO or 40 per cent before 
they reach the hands of the retail

Briggs 
whose review of secondary educa­ 
tion has just been issued by the U. 
S. Bureau of Education. The junior J 
high school plan will be given a trial 
here this year for the first time. 
The junior high school has been 
defined, 
as 
on 
organization 
of 
grades 7 to8 or 7 to 9 to provide 
means for individual differences, es­ 
pecially by un earlier introduction 
of prevocational work and of sub­ 
jects usually taught 
in 
the 
high 
school.’* 
school.” There are now 57 cities in 
the United States where junior high 
schools arc organized in unmistak­ 
able form. 
“One advantage claimed for the J 
junior high school,” 
declares 
Dr. 
Briggs, “is that it groups children 
so that subjects seldom taught in 
the grammar grades mav be intro­ 
duced, thereby giving each pupil a I 
more intelligent 
understanding 
of J 
the work of the world, of the possi­ 
bilities in the subject and in the 
pupil himself. 
“The junior 
high 
school 
also 
makes easier the transition of pu­ 
pils t»» the high school. 
That the 
change between the elementary and 
the high sa‘bool should be so sharp 
permits no justification. 
To bridge 
this gap by earlier introduction to 
bigh-sohool subjects 
and 
methods 
of teaching has 
greatly 
improved 
results, it is claimed. 
“The junior high school has fur­ 
thermore greatly decreased elimina­ 
tion of pupils 
from 
school. 
This 
elimination after the seventh, eighth, 
and ninth grades has been one of 
the greatest reproaches to our edu­ 
cational 
system. 
Any 
plan 
that 
promises to retain children in school 
beyond these grades is worthy of 
most careful consideration.” 
The statistics given 
Dr. 
Briggs 
show that a much larger per cent. 
of students enter high sc h o o l where 
junior high schools exist than before 
they were organized. 
That the junior high school fuio­ 
nises an oportunity of various need­ 
ed reforms in instruction is the final 
claim of the new movement, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Briggs. 
He 
points 
out 
that iii the junior 
high 
school 
a 
course of study based on the newer 
principles of psychology, 
sociology, 
and economics, various 
provisions 
for individual differences, 
and 
es­ 
pecially na 
improved 
method 
of 
teaching, can now be introduced. 
Los Angeles (t ai.) High School; 
Blite (Mont.) High 
S c h o o l ; 
Wis­ 
consin High School, Madison, Wis.; 
and Horace Mann School, New York 
Uity, are cited as successfully or­ 
ganized junior high schools, “Los 
Angeles having far outstripped all 
other cities in developing them.”

For want of room in federal places 
the government has been distributing

reasons, it is thought, why these, es- 
peeially the women, should be direct­ 
ly under Uncle Sam’s control. 
Inadequacy of present prison fac­ 
ilities Is causing Attorney General 
Gregory no little concern. 
After a 
receut inspection of the penitentiary 
ai Fort Leavenworth, be announced 
that he intended to ask Congress to 
mako further provision for prison­ 
ers. 
There are hut three federal pen­ 
itentiaries—Atlanta, Ga., Fort Leav­ 
enworth, Kan., McNeil Island, Wash. 
A new’ one probably would be located 
somewhere in the East. 
That would 
strike a good medium, it is thought 
between Atlanta and Fort Leaven­ 
worth. 
“One of the reasons why the fed­ 
eral government should cease, send­ 
ing its prisoners 
to state 
institu­ 
tions,” said the Aitorney 
General, 
“is that the parole laws cannot 
be 
properly administered unless prison­ 
ers are kept directly under the eyes 
of government agents. Then, besides, 
this tiling of scattering women pri­ 
soners all around is bad generally.” 
The need of a special prison 
for 
women wa* emphazised by the At­ 
torney General. 
The possibility of 
such an institution being authorized 
is considered remote, yet the head of 
the Departmentof Justice will sound 
sentiment in Congress on the point. 
Uncle Sam has only about 40 out 
of about 
500 
women 
in his own 
prisons. 
There are 
approximately 
600 males that the Attorney General 
thinks should be taken out of State 
penitentiaries. 
Labor at federal prisons is a dis­ 
tinct problem with the Department 
of Justice. 
If the Atorney General 
can have his w a y all federal prison­ 
ers will soon be turning out general 
supplies for the government, in c lu d ­ 
ing 
equipment 
for the army 
and 
navy Hindi as uniforms, .-hoes and 
caps,

A race to avoid being the last 
state in the Union to adopt compul­

three 
states 
without such laws. 
Florida 
having 
recently joined 
Texas 
and South 
Carolina iii adopting compulsory ed­ 
ucation 
by legislative 
enactment. 
The three states still without such 
laws arc Georgia, Mississippi and 
Alabama. 
Officials of tile Bureau of Edu­ 
cation 
pointed 
out that this year’s 
compulsory educational 
legislation 
is part of a big educational advance 
all along the line. 
Nearly all Hie 
.■-tate 
legislatures 
were 
in session 
during 1915 and much of the educa­ 
tional discussion that ha*- been going 
on for several 
years 
crystallized 
into law. 
The Alabama legislature 
has reconvened for the summer ses­ 
sion iind much shcool legislation will 
be discased'.

Poultry can be kept successfully on 
a smnll amount- of land", for thts rea- 
son, it is particularly adapted to the 
suburbs'of large cities and to small 
towns. The waste products of the 
kitchen and the table may be used .to 
advantage and there is> always a 
market lor eggs and dressed1 poultry 
or, if -used at home, the consumer is 
certain that he has a strictly fresh

When many birds are kept in a 


small space, howe\er, the ground is 
likely, to become foul. It is, there- 
fore, advisable to dhide the lot and 
sow part of it with-some quick grow- 
ing gram such as oats wheat or rye. 
In this way the yards may be ro- 
tated every three or four weeks dur- 
ing the growing season, the hens be- 
ing turned on the growing grain when 
it is a few inches high.

Constantinople, July 21 (By Cour- 


ier to Dedeagatch and thence by 
mail to New York) — A warfare al- 
most without quarter is being con- 
ducted by the Turks on the Galli- 
poli peninsula, according to stories 
circulated here.

No doubt exists any longer in the 


mind of uny Turk that the existence 
of the Ottoman empire is at stake in 
the fighting now going on at.the Dar- 
danelles. 
This is believed to ex- 


plain to a large degree the manner 
in which the last men of the empire 
are still coming f orwn rd .to fight and 
in which the government is permitted 
without protest to drain the entire 
country of its last resource for the 
conduct of the war. 


Not a day passes' at Constant 


nople that the trains and boats do 
not bring small but fresh contingents 
of men from the farthest points of 
the empire. As a rule each lot does 
not number more than 50 or 100 but 
they come regularly every day if 
not several times a day. For the 
most part now they are old men with 
gray hair and gray beards.""

According to the 
superintendent .this has 
been 
a 


weighty : question and this decision 
decides the matter definitely. The 
letter in full follows: 
: 


The act of March, il, 1907, as- 


amended March 14, 1913, requires 
township trustees to provide and 
maintain ' means of transportation 
for 
all' -pupils in an abandoned 


school district who live more 
two miles and -for all pupils between 
the ages of six and twelve who live 
more than one mile from the schools 
to which they have been transferred. 


This act further requires township 


trustees in all townships where a. 
school has been abandoned under 
the provisions of said act to provide 
for the transportation of all pupils 
of any other school in such town- 
ships, who live more than two miles 
and of all pupils between the ages of 
six and twelve who live more than 
one mile from the school to which 
they are attached, whenever a ma- 
jority of the patrons of such school 
petition the trustee to provide "such 
transportation. 


Thus it will be seen that the town- 


ship trustees are authorized to 
transport, pupils of their townships 
in .the following cases: 


Firstt those pupils who live in an 


abandoned school district and who 
live more than two-miles-from the 
school to which they are'transferred, 
and those pupils similarly situated 
between the ages of six'and twelve 
who live more than one mile from 
the school to which' they are trans- 
ferred. 


Second, where a school has been 


abandoned under the act of 1907, 
as amended in 1913, and there are 
pupils in any other district of .said 
township who live more than 
two 


miles, and pupils-betwen the ages of 
six and twelve who live more than 
one mile from the school to which 
they are attached, when a majority 
of the patrons of such school dis- 
trict petition the trustee to provide 
such transportation.

The machin- 


ery for moving these food products 
is complex and retail dealers 
are 


often 
accused 
of 
not 
following 


closely the wholesale market quota- 
tions ; that in times of glutted mar- 
kets do not cut 
prices 
severely 


and aid in a rapid movement from 
producer to consumer. But the re- 
sponsibility for slow and uneconom- 
ic movement into consumptive chan- 
nels is difficult to trace. The large 
class of food distributors known as 
'middlemen" are often accused of 
le\yiug, arbitrarily, a heavy tribute 
on all stuffs from the producer to 
the consumer. The attention of the 
public has been frequently directed 
to increased costs of products rath- 
er than service rendered. The new 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture Bulletin, Xo. 267, Methods 
of Wholesale Distribution of Fruit* 
and Vegetables on Large Markets, 
does not indict the "middlemen" as 
a class,'although it points out some 
of the abuses in the trade. 
As a 


matter of fact, say 
the 
Depart- 


ment's specialists, when discussing 
the present marketing organization, 
economic laws would not permit the 
long continued existence of a mar- 
keting, agency which was solely a 
parasite. 


Several important 
factors 
have 


contributed to the establishment of 
many 
middlemen 
as 
necessary 


agents in the present 
system 
ol 


marketing. Production 
during lasl 


decade has increased greatly, a 


improved methods and facilities for 
handling the increase have been in- 
troduced. 
Keeping pace with in- 


creased production has come the de- 
mand of consumers for more elab- 
orate and efficient service. 
Seldom 


is the fact considered that service 
can become a very expensive lux- 
ury. 
'\Yith the widening of the dis- 


tance betweqn 
the city 
and

sources of its fruit and vegetable 
supplies there has arisen the neces- 
sity for special agencies 
to

the changed conditions. 


The 'present distributive machin- 


ery, with all its strong points anc 
its weaknesses, has been created o) 
necessity, and it has weathered the 
storm of much 
adverse 
criticism. 


Every part of the country is now 
enj&ying the perishable products oJ 
the most remote districts. Any re- 
adjustment of present market prac- 
tices must be based upon the facl 
thai some agency must continue to 
perform the functions of the pres- 
ent-day middleman. 


The problems involved iu handling 


goods through a large market diffiei 
greatly from those of 
production 


Usually one man or one firm can nol 
handle both production and distri- 
bution and succeed .at both. The 
vast volume of "business transacted 
at. large 
market - centers makes 


necessary 
some special agencies 


which can devote all their energies 
to distribution. Especially .does the 
machinery for> efficient 
marketing 


become necessary when perishable 
goods are to be handled. Commodi- 
ties of this sort must be moved rap- 
idly, must 
be distributed 
evenly, 


and from their very nature permil 
of no weakness in distributive ma- 
chinery, if they are to be sold at a 
profit. 


•With the perishable nature of a 


large part of the fruits and vegeta? 
bles marketed there must be,, some 
loss. This often totals higher than 
the fanner realizes'.' For instance,

fruit, or 


failing to give proper attention to 
packing, or loading, or to bracing 
the packages in the car. Sometimes 
the railroad is at fault. 
Delay in 


transit, improper ventilation or re- 
frigeration, or unneeesasrily rougli 
handling of cars may contribute to 
rapid deterioration of the shipment 
on arrival. 


The lack of proper refrigeration 


facilities at distributing^ centers is 
a cause of much loss. When produce 
moves slowly, there is often 
much 


spoilage before complete sales can 
be made. 
Rough handling during 


unloading or carting is another im- 
portant cause of'loss. As a matter 
of fact, the opportunities for losses 
due to the spoiling of commodities 
are 'so manifold that it is impos- 
sible to enter into a complete dis- 
cussion of them.

Tftere are now 57 cities in 
the United States where junior high' 
schools are organized .in unmistak- 
able form. 


"One advantage claimed for thi 


junior high' school," declares Dr. 
Briggs, "is that it groups children 
so that subjects seldom taught in 
the gfanpiar • grades may be intro- 
duced, thereby giving each pupil a 
more intelligent understanding of 
the work of the world, Of the possi- 
bilities in the' subject and in the 
pupil himself. 


The junior 
high • -school , also 


makes easier the transition of pu- 
pils to the high school. 
That tliA 


change between the elementary and 


I he high school should be so sharp 
permits no justification. 
To bridge 


this gap by earlier introduction to 
high-school subjects and methods 
of teaching has greatly 
improved 


results,".it is claimed. 


"The junior high school has fur- 


thermore greatly decreased elimina- 
tion of pupils from 
school. 
This 


elimination after the seventh, eighth', 
and ninth grades has been one of 
the greatest reproaches to our edu- 
cational system; Any plan 
that 


promises to retain children in school 
beyond these grades is worthy of 
most careful consideration." 


The statistics given Dr. Briggs 


show that a much larger per cent, 
of students enter high school where 
junior high schools exist than before 
they were organized. 


That the junior high school fur- 


nises an oportunity of various need- 
ed reforms iri instruction is the final 
claim of the new movement, accord- 
ing to Dr. Briggs. lie points out 
that in the junior high 
school a 


course of study based on the newer 
principles of psychology, 
sociology, 


and economics, various provisions 
for individual differences, 
and es-
